County and Municipal Taxation 
Prepared by Frep Rocers FarrcuiLp, Professor of Political Economy in Yale University 


N the year 1930 the total tax bill of the American people was ten and a 
quarter billion dollars and took fourteen and a half per cent of the entire 
national income. Since then, while economic depression has cut deeply 

into the incomes of the people, our governments—national, state, and local— 
have not succeeded in keeping their expenditures in check, and the tax burden 
has continued to increase. Taxation, always « matter of grave concern, has 
today become a major problem, attracting wide public attention. 

Of the total tax burden, almost exactly half is due to the demands of our 
local governments—counties, cities, towns, school districts, etc. In the aggre- 
gate the American local governments depend for their support almost ex- 
clusively upon the property tax. Although there is a wealth of material upon 
the property tax that is technical in character or deals with special features, 
there is a dearth of books treating of the property tax in a broad manner. 
The reader who may desire a very brief introductory account of the property 
tax and its operation will find such in Chapter XLIII of Fairchild, Furniss 
and Buck’s Elementary economics, this chapter being preceded by one on 
general principles of taxation. For his next step the reader would do well 
to consult one of the general works on public finance, among the most useful 
being Plehn’s Jntroduction to public finance, Chapter VIII, and Lutz’s 
Public finance, Chapters XVII and XVIII. 

The only general book dealing solely with the property tax is Jensen’s 
Property taxation in the United States. This is a new book. Its author 
is professor of economics in the University of Kansas, and he presents 
in this book the results of ten years’ labor in gathering and arranging 
the data on this important American tax. Professor Jensen’s book is 
thorough and scholarly, and on the whole distinctly readable. Its biblio- 
graphical references are adequate to guide the studious reader into further 
excursions to whatever length he may choose. 
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Another book, which, while devoted to a special phase, contains much 
information about the property tax, is Leland’s The classified property tax. 

It is common knowledge that the American property tax works none too 
well, a serious matter considering its predominant position in county and 
municipal finance. For two vivid pictures of the property tax at its worst 
we are indebted to Professor Herbert D. Simpson of Northwestern Uni- 
versity. In The tax situation in Illinois he gives concrete evidence of the 
amazing inequalities, injustices, and callous disregard of law which can 
gather about the operation of the property tax. Graphs and some startling 
illustrations tell a story that is substantiated by ample statistical evidence. 
Tax racket and tax reform in Chicago develops the same theme with more 
detail and at greater length for this great city, at present enjoying memorable 
publicity on account of its financial housekeeping methods. Illinois and 
Chicago may be, in a way, horrible examples, but their record offers muck 
that will reward sober consideration by citizens of many another state and 
city. Professor Simpson has a sprightly style, and he succeeds in putting 
the results of scholarly research in most entertaining and readable dress. 

The reader who has the patience to pursue his investigation of local tax 
problems into the realm of the journals and reports will find a veritable 
treasure chest of special articles, addresses, and reports. He is especially 
advised to make the acquaintance of the Proceedings of the annual tax 
conferences, being the record of the series of conferences of taxing officials, 
tax students, and taxpayers, beginning in 1907, held under the auspices of 
the National Tax Association. There is also the monthly Bulletin of the 
National Tax Association, commencing in 1916. There is a useful digest 
of all the Proceedings and Bulletins from 1907 to 1925, prepared by Pro- 
fessor Blakey of the University of Minnesota and Mrs. Blakey. 

The National Industrial Conference Board has assumed the task of 
gathering certain statistical material relating to public finance and making 
special studies in taxation. As bearing upon the property tax, the following 
reports are especially useful: Cost of government in the United States 
(an annual publication, the latest being for the year 1929-1930) State and 
local taxation of property, and State and local taxation of business cor- 
porations. 

From the Chamber of Commerce of the United States comes The Public 
Dollar, a lively little monthly devoted especially to aiding those counties 
and municipalities which are seeking a more orderly and economical conduct 
of their local finances and containing many interesting news items. There 
is also a series of pamphlets and reports, of which a list will be sent upon 
request by the Finance Department of the Chamber.
